At St. Louis World's Fair- Jef- 
ferson County Gives $3,000. 



The Kiacal court of Jefferson 
oounty haa appropriated $3,000 to. 
ward the fund for a Kentucky 
building and exhibit of the state's 
resources and producta at the 
World s Fair next year. Thio ac 
Uoa wis taken unanimously at the 
meeting of the body in Louisville 
on Febrtary 'Ad. A delegation 
from the Kentucky Exhibit Aaeo- 
cmtiou appeared before the oourt 
and explained the objects of the 
association. When one of the 
magistrate* aaked how muoh that 
body would be ex| acted to give, 
it was stated that, in the opinion 
of the delegation, $2,000 would bo 
little enough. A member of the 
oourt immediately moved an ap- 
propriat ion of $3,000 and without 
argument thia sum wao voted. 

On the aame day the Fiscal 
court of Carroll county appropri- 
ated $200 for the aame purpoae. 
The matter of asking other Fiscal 
oourts to take a aimilar atep ia 
now under consideration by a nura 
ber of auxiliaries of the Kentuoky 
Exhibit Association in different 
parte of the State. The plan if 
raising a part >f the $100,000 fund 
in thia manner was first suggested 
to President A. V. Ford of the 
Association by several oounty jud- 
ges, and wherever the propoaitiou 
has been made it haa met hearty 
endowment. I u several counties 
the matter will be brought up a 
the uext meeting of their Fisoal 
oourts.

Smallpox Official Scared Woman 
To Death. 



Haunted to death bv a hideouo 
apparition waa the fate which be- 
fell Mrs Joseph * Smolinaki, of 
Toledo, Ohio, aooording to the 
story told by her husband and 
many other relativee. 

Mra. Smolinaki wae 83 years old, 
wall educated, pretty and the wife 
of a well-to-do mechanic Her 
deith occurred loot Saturday, and 
it wae pitiable in the extreme 

About a month ego Mra. Smol- 
inaki became ill with pnenmonla. 
butbyoareful treatment rapidly 
recovered Following her recov- 
ery tba outer akin on her handa 
began to peel off, ae invariably 
tba oaaa following fever attacka 

Some of the neighbor women 
whovioited ber noticing this con- 
dition of the woman's hands, in- 
formed the paot l ouse authorities 
that the women had amallpox 
Then bagan the trouble that re 
aulted in the woman'a pathetic 
deatu. Following the report of 
amallpox an agent of the health 
department, clad in the outlandish 
though necessary apparel of the 
phyaioiana who daily visit the 
peethouee, entered the home of 
tha Smolinokis. 

The euddon appearance of a 
fierce looking object, helmet top 
pad, clad in en oilcloth euit, with 
a oponge at the mouth hole and a 
pair of slits for the eyes, for all 
the world reeembling a deep sea 
diver, suddenly appearing befoie 
tho woman start 1*1 her. She had 
never heard or seen ouch an object 
ia her lifo. The only thing she 
oould imagine thia peculiarly un- 
iformed health officer resembled 
wae the evil one, end that belief 
at once took possession of her 
mind, and all that medical skill 
oould do failed to remove the ira- 
preeeion first formed 

The next day it was found that 
the woman had no amallpox and 
tba health department did every- 
thing possible to correct the blun- 
der, but too Iste to save the wo- 
raan'e life. The vioion of that 
strangely garbed health officer 
haunted the poor woman night 
and day for two waeko, until death 
mercifully relieved her from her 
awful sufferings from fear and 
terror. The moot powerful opiate 
failed to hsve any effect on the 
women. 

She either eat up iu bod or laid 
in bad wildly staring about the 
room, and at intervals trying to 
shrink back, aa if foarful of the 
too near epuroaoh of the awful ap- 
paration that haunted her. Friends 
tried to explein to her that the 
awful thing wao harmleos or had 
vaniohed, but all their efforts oould 
not influence the mind which 
seemed pooaeased of only one im- 
pression.

NEWS NOTES. 



The Republic of Liberia haa 
donated $25,000 toward the pnrch- 
ase of a steamship to play between 
America aud Weet Africa. The 
steamer will tie used to carry ne- 
gro immigrants to Liberia. 

» « 

Detecttvea are said to be lying 
in wait for Louise, the eloping 
Crown Princess of Saxony, whole 
euppoaad to tm hurrying back to 
Dresden to visit her sick child. 
Tha officers have orders to detain 
the Princess at the border. 

Forty fishermen are supposed 
to have loot their lives in tho 
storm which swept over Saginaw 
Bay. The men were living in 
shanties on the ice, which was 
suddenly broken up. 

Republican leaders in the Sen- 
ate have informed the President 
that it io useless to press the rati- 
fication of the Alaskan boundary 
treaty on acoount of tho etrong 
opposition in the Northwest. 

Orders have been given for 
night and day work on vessels in 

the navy yard at San Francisco, 
and the Boston, New York and 
Ranger are bung hastily otooked 
with provisions. The internal 
trouble in Honduras is said to be 
the cause of the order. 

Reports have reached Tucson, 
Arizona, of the annihilation of a 
hattalian of Mexican soldiera by 
Vaqui Indiana The reports that 
die survivors brought in indicate 
that the troops fell into an ambua- 
cade and but few of the 500 men 
in the command escaped. 

A revolution haa broken out in 
Honduras and. in response to ap- 
peals of (Jailed States citizens 
there, Admiral Casey's squadron 
haa been ordered to the Pacific 
coast of that country. The out- 
break is caused by the refusal cf 
President Siena to yield his posi- 
tion to Senor Bonilla, who claims 
to have been legally selected as 
as Siena's successor. 

The Anthracite Coal Strike 
Commission haa finished taking 
testimony Five hundred and 
tifty witnesses were examined and 
the stenographers took over nine 
thousand typewritten pages of 
testimony. The commission ad- 
journed until next Monday when 
the arguments by counsel for the 
parties interested will ba opened. 

The debate on the Statehood 
Bill in the Senate turned on the 
question of Mormoniom in New 
Mexico and Arizona. Mr. Dubois, 
of Idaho, and Mr. Rawlins, of 
dab, declared that wherever the 
Mormon Church exioto it takes 
part in politica. Both apeakers 
asserted that a member of the 
Mormon Church would not think 
ot seeking public office without 
previously oecnring the oanction 
of the first presidency of the 
church. Mr. Dubois asserted that 
the sentiment againot church 
domination in politico io growing 
stronger in those states where the 
Mormon Church has branches. 

Piqued by the sharp note of 
Minister Bowen, the allied Pow- 
ers have instructed their represen 
tatives in Washington to take the 
question of preferential treatment 
in the Venezuelan affair to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, aud if the latter 
declines to interfere, to allow the 
matter to go to The Hague. Tho 
instructions sent to the Ambassa- 
dors in America do not make M 
dear whether the entire Venezue- 
lan controversy ia to be referred 
to the international tribunal. In 
order to escape the embarrassment 
of a turndown, Secretary Hny 
will be approached to leuru whe- 
ther the President will arbitrate 
tba point. It is pointed out that 
Venezuela would consider it an 
affront i f Minister Bowen is not 
first consulted by the Powers be- 
fore the President is invited to aot 
injthe matter.
